The following 
references to numbered claims of the invention have been removed from the Background 
Information, on line 2 of page 1 , the recitation —according to the preamble— has been removed. 
On line 18 of page 5, the recitation -having the features of claim 1- has been removed. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record for claim 1 are Faber (US Patent 6,45,813B1) and Faber (6,067,905). Faber '813 
teaches many of the limitations of claim 1 , including a self-inking hand stamp comprising 
housing with a securing element comprising a snap-in element and an actuator yoke relative to 
the housing. However, Faber '813 does not teach that a stamp plate provided in a stamp 
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character part of the self-inking stamp comprises a bearing member which has several snap-in 
positions in an axial direction. No prior art of record or obvious combination thereof has been 
found to teach said bearing member with several snap-in positions, although a single snap-in 
position is taught by Faber '813. 

Claims 2-17 are allowable as being dependent on claim 1 or its subsequent dependent 

claims.
